FIGHTING ON SATURDAY. 
London, Oct. 17.— A special despatch 
from Pretoria dated October 1-1 via Dela- 
goa Bay says: 

"A cyclist despatch was received here 
from Otto Snoop, near Mttlmuni, at six 
o'clock this morning, asserting that 
heavy tiring had been in progress nil day- 
long north of Mafeking. British troops 
on board an armored train acted us a 
covering force to military engineers en- 
gaged in repairing the track. A Maxim 
on the train kept up a continuous lire. 
Conspicuous bravery was displayed on 
both sides, hut it soon became apparent 
that the rifles of the burghers were in- 
effective against :ln armored train. The 
latter, however, was once forced to re- 
treat before a particularly strong as- 
sault, but it soon returned accompanied 
by a British mounted contingent and the 
lighting was renewed fiercely. 

"Fighting still continues, the Boers 
holding their positions well. A dozen 
Boers were killed or wounded, hut the 
British casualties cannot la- ascertained. 

"Heavy firing can be heard south of 
Mafeking where Gen. Crouje's command 
is in operation,

The crew of the armored train 
say the Beers fired thirteen shells, bill 
their aim wa-s wretched and not a sin- 
gle shell struck Ihe train, which Iheu 
made bold to approach nearer and opened 
lire with Maxims. The burghers re- 
plied with heavy rifle lire, again shooting 
wildly. Only three or four bullets 
Mtruck the train. Subsequently the 
crew learned that five Boers and two 
Boer horses were killed, while several 
Boers and horses Were wounded. Not 
a member of the British force was so 
much as touched. 

HEAVY BOER LOSSES. 
Capetown, Oct. 17.— From Colesbarg 
come persistent reiterations of a reiwrt 
that the Boers have attacked Mafeking 
and have been thrice repulsed with heavy 
losses. From other towns on the border 
similar reports are received. The casu- 
alties are staled at three hundred Boers 
and eighteen British. 

A special despatch from Mafeking says 
that all was Intact there, up to Saturday 
night. Ai that time the Boer artillery 
was being brought up but it had not been 
placed in ihoxition. According to these 
advices the British have blown up the 
Capetown railway bridge over the 
Orange river with a view of checking the 
Boers' advance southward. 

Lorenzo Marquez, Oct. 17. — Refugees 
who have just arrived from the Trans- 
vaal report that the Boers have been 
repulsed at Mafeking, sustaining heavy 

losses. 

BOER ACCOUNT. 

Pretoria, Oct. 14.— (Delayed in trans- 
mission.) — Heavy lighting took place this 
morning north of Mafeking. An arm- 
ored train sent to repair the railway Hue 
opened lire on the Boers' commando. One 
burgher was killed and two wounded. A 
second engagement followed in which 
nine British soldiers were wounded. 
Then while smue of Crouje's troops were 
near Ihe broken railway bridge, nine 
miles north of Mafeking, an approach- 
ing train, loaded with dynamite, was 
fired upon and blown up. There "were 
no disunities on the Transvaal side. 

The British, after the second engage- 
ment, retired in the direction of the 
town, but resumed the attack shortly 
afterwards, two burghers being killed 
and three wounded. The commando

•Ottawa, Oct. 17.— Although the

London. Oct. 17.— The Imperial parlia- 
ment met to-day in extraordinary session 
in consequence of the South African situ- 
ation. A large crowd waited in the 
precincts of St. Stephen's for the hour 
of assembling of the Lords and Com- 
mons and heartily welcomed the favor- 
ites, especially .Mr. Chamberlain. The 
Prince of Wales was loudly cheered 
while driving to the House of Dords. 

The Queen's speech read in the Lords 
was as follows: 

"My Bonis and Gentlemen: Within a 
brief period alter recent prorogation, 1 
am compelled by events, deeply affecting 
the interests of my Empire, to recur to 
your advice and aid. 

"The state of affairs in South Africa 
made it expedient that my government 
should be enabled to strengthen the mil- 
itary force of this country by calling 
out the reserves. For this purpose the pro- 
visions of the law render it necessary 
that parliament should be called to- 
gether. 

"Except for the difficulties that have 
been caused by the action of the South 
African Republic, the condition of the 
world continues to be peaceful. 

"Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: Measures will be laid before you 
for the purpose of providing for the ex- 
penditure which has been or may be 
caused by events in South Africa. The 
estimates for the ensuing year will be 
submitted to. you in due course. 

"My Lords and Gentlemen: Then; are 
many subjects of domestic interest to 
which your attention will be invited at 
a later period when the ordinary season 
for the labors of the session has been 
reached. 

"For the present I have invited your 
attendance in order to ask you to deal 
with an exceptional exigency, and I 
pray, in performing the duties which 
claim your attention, you may have 
the guidance and blessing of Almighty 
God." 

The House of Commons after retiring 
frum the Lords took a recess until four 
o'clock. 

The leader of the opposition went on 
to congratulate the government on the 
choice made of ollicers to whom the 
main charge of the expedition had been 
given. Never, lie believed, had so capa- 
ble and experienced a staff been de- 
spatched from the shores of England. 

"Oifr natural position in South AfrLca," 
he declared, "has placed Upon us till* 
duty of seeing any impediment to our 
own supremacy removed. On that we 
are all agreed. I have no intention of 
entering upon a minute or detailed crit- 
icism of the steps taken by the govern-, 
laent. The time for that has not yet 
come, and it is proper to wait for ■fur- 
ther explanation. But 1 may "say, it 
doe.s appear to me that the government 
engaged in a game of bluff (opposition 
cheers and ministerial cries of "No, no), 
which is not a worthy one for a great 
country like this. The raising or the 
suzerainty question was totally unne- 
cessary and will do more harm than any- 
thing else to remove all chance of suc- 
cess from the negotiations." (Opposition 
cheers.) 

Mr. Balfour, who was greeted with 
loud cheers, expressed satisfaction with 
the declaration of Sir Henry Csunpbell- 
Bannerman, with much of which, he 
said, In- was himself in hearty agree- 
ment.

But 
with that question we arc not concerned 
now. We have only to make it clear 
thai great objects essential to the power 
of Mnglnnd in Smith Africa, to the 
good government of South Africa, and 
to the rights of all the races concerned, 
are Ihe objects of the British govern- 
ment, objects which with the full sup- 
porl of the nation and withoill distinc- 
tion of parly Hie government are now 
pursuing and in which I hey will pursue 
ajnd persevere to the end.

SBItGT. BAILKY'S SERVICE. 

In the local list of names of those who 
ha ve volunteered for service in South 
Africa appears that of Scrgt. W. 11. 
Bailey, of No. 1 company, who already 
is decorated with the Egyptian medal 
and three clasps— El Teh, Tofrer and 
Suukla— and appears to be entitled, ac- 
cording lo all rules of ihe service, if not 
to ihe Victoria Cross itself, the must 
prized of all worldly decora I ions, at least 
to 'he medal tor distinguished gallantry. 
Sorgt. Bailey's present comnniii<ling of- 
ficer, Lt.-Col, Gregory, took up this 
claim sum time ago ami did his best to 
secure for the Sergeant deserved recog- 
nition, but so far his kind efforts have 
been without satisfactory result. The 
mention of th- General Officer Com- 
manding might be dirt eted to the case. 
Sergt. Bailev wis formerly a private in 
lh,- Boyul Marine Light Infantry, a bat 
talion of which under Lt.-Col. Ozzard 

formed part of the hrigail m nut tided 

hy Sir Herald Graham which was hand- 
ed at Slinkin on the Bed Sea in 1883 to 
protect the construction of a line of 
railway proposed to he built from that 
place across Ihe desert to Berber on the 
Nile. This was undertaker, wi'h the ob- 
ject of facilitating Ihe operations of the 
expedition which had worked its way up 
the Nile pasl Berber and headed for 
Khartoum for the relief of Hen. Gordon, 
then besieged by the \Iahdi. 

The particular action for which the 
decoration is claimed for Scrgt Bailey 
was that |Kipularly known as McNeill's 
Horibu. or according to the war office 
description, t lie battle uf Tofrek, which 
look place on the afternoon of the 22nd 
of March, ISS5. 1; was during the 
fiercest attack of the Arabs thai Lt.-Col. 
Bridg". adjutant of the marine-' battal- 
ion, ealhd for volar rs to capture a 

standard of the enemy and his ,-all was 
answered by Scrgt. Bailey, who along 
with his ollleer dashed into the midst of 
the dusky horde and captured Ihe 
trophy. Scrgt. Bailey some years ago 
wrote Col. Bridge to see if the medal 
given fur conspicuous bravery on the 
battle field could not be secured, and 
has from that oilier a letter, an extract 
from which runs thus: 

"I recollect you and your gallant and 
pluekv conduct on that memorable and 
trying afternoon and I hoped that if we 
two coahl not both obtain the Victoria 
Cross, that my strong recommendation 
nf you al thai lime might have obtained 
for you lh.' medal for distinguished gal- 
lantry. A I tin time, as the whole affair 
was nearly n catastrophe, it was only 
half understood, afterwards when the 
full result of the day was known, a 
clnsp was given. The death of Col. Oz- 
zard, our C. O., doubtless put a stop to 
anything being done for ns two." 

Col. Ozzard died. Scrgt. Bailey says, 
on board I he transport carrying the 
marines home to Knghind after the close 
of Ihe campaign, and he himself was in- 
valided cut of the service shortly after. 

In addition to the above recommenda- 
tion Scrgt. Bailey's name was twice 
iiiun'tionod in despatches from Gen. Gra- 
ham to General (now Field Marshall 
Wolseley. then commander-in-chief in 
ISgypI and in addition his former adju- 
tant, Lt.-Col Bridge, says Scrgt. Bailey 
"will find full mention of his n-une in 
•The Battle of Topek.' a book published 
in 1SS7 by W. II. Allen." 

It will thus be seen that so far as 
official endorsement is concerned this 
claim is a strong one ami il is to he hoped 
lhat Hen. Hut ton will lie able lo over- 
come the difficulties surrounding it.

Happen " Fully Appreciated 
by Victorians. 



"Mistakes Will Happen." Thai is 
about the only lame excuse Victorians 
have to offer for not packing the local 
playhouse from orchestra rail to upper 
gallery when Charles Dicksou ami bis 
clever company appeared last night iu 
their latest unci best comedy/. 

Had they known it would prove i' tin- 
ny that, Bides will ache long after the 
coming and going of Thanksgiving Ihiy; 
had they guessed for 11 moment thai the 
lines of Dickson's new play would he as 
bright and piquant as the epigrnnw in 
"Lady Windermere's Kan"; had they hut 
surmised that that second act would hold 
more rapid, rollicking fun than bull u 
dozen modern farce-comedies condensed 
into a single chapter; had they only re- 
alized that every member of Dickson's 
company would prove worthy i>> star it in 
his or her special line; it' some one had 
only told them that - 
Hut "Mistakes Will Happen." 

It is two or three years since British 
Columbians last had the good luck to 
laugh over Dickson's quiet comedy. Then 
he was featured in that three-acl ab- 
surdity, "Incog," whi. h in the multipli- 
city of its impossible complications and 
the rapiiliiy of its movement caught the 
lickle smile of popularity -but failed ut- 
terly to show Mr. Dickson at his best. 
Hid previous curtain-raiser, "The Man 
About Town," had introduced him in a 
character of intrinsic worth, but had 
been too dainty a morsel for the general 
palate and had therefore losl money. 

Between these two— his really great ar- 
tistic success and the play in which he 
donned the clip and hells Cor revenue pur- 
poses— is his present piece, "Mistakes 
Will Happen." 

In its lust and last acts it shows Mr. 
Dickson and his people in exquisite 

comedy; in its si nd chapter they are 

presented in a veritable riot <>f fun. 

Yet from beginning to end the play is 
rich in true humor, that is at no tune 
forced; replete with complications that 
are the esseuce of entertainment; but 
always retaining the dainty charm of 
naturalness and quiel reserve that pre- 
serves it from degenerating into farce 

The easy, natural manner in which Mr. 
Dickson bundles the clever lines given 
him by Author tJraul Stewart in the op- 
ening act, is not artistically superior to 
the thoroughly feminine "Dorothy May- 
land" of Miss [Osmond. 

Xor is it more than on a par with the 
distinctly original and diverting *ainl- 
but-mortal-too of Mr. A. H. Smart; or 
the conventionalities-surfeited Mrs. Hun- 
ter-Chase of Miss Lansing Uowuti. 

Miss Ailah Bckert's study of the cir- 
cumspect but kind-hearted boarding- 
house keeper who has seen happier days 
is another cameo-sharp character study; 
while the German slavey of Miss Lottie 
Hyde; the Coachman of Mr. Joseph W. 
Slandish; the tough plumber of Mr. Den 
Donne — all are distinct types well pre- 
sented and fitting neatly into a Clevel- 
and well-rounded production. 

Ii is in the Well staged coach house 
sto.ne of tlie second act that the fun of 
"Mistakes Will Hiipi " becomes cy- 
clonic-. Situation follows .situation with 
tin- rapidity of thought. 'The climaxes 
have just a suspicion of suggestion, yet 
are so artistically restrained ami con- 
trolled as never to so much as approach 
tin- borders of vulgarity. There is. too, 
a Very dainty satire upon the amateur's 
conception id' stage (success essentials; 
and a clever, very clever, en list men I of 
the support of the whole audience in the 
movement of the tinxk rehearsals, that 
an- daringly original, and altogether 
agreeable. 

It is. however, in his bubbling wit, ris- 
ing superior to his dejection, in tin- first 
act; his splendid hypocrisy in the arraign- 
ment of his wife in the third; and bis 
runaway fun in the trial of unhappy 
Hunter-Chase, that Mr. Dickson i,s al 
his very best. 

.Mr. (irant Stewurt in "Mi-lakes Will 
Happen" has given the public a refresh- 
ingly bright and witty comedy; Mr. 
Dickson and bis commnv breathe life in- 
to the thoroughly artistic work.

Mr. Thomas Earle to Build On His Pro- 
perty on Yates Street. 

When business men commence to seek 
larger premises and are willing to build 
the necessary buildings themselves, it is 
a pretty good sign of the prosperity of 
the city.

FOREHEADS AND EYES. 

Some Ways in Which Character Is In- 
dicated by Them. 

A head justly proportioned to the rest 
of the body shows steadiness and force 
of character; too large, it generally in- 
dicates grossness and stupidity; too 
small, feebleness and inaptitude of 
mind, if not of constitution. The physi- 
ognomy of a forehead is seen in the form 
of the frontal bone, its height and pro- 
portion, regularity or irregularity; this 
marks the disposition ami measure of 
our faculties, our fashion of thinking and 
feeling. Pnthognouiy should be studied 
in the covering skin, its color, wrinkles, 
tension or relaxation; this gives a clue to 
the passions, the actual state of the spirit 
within, the use it has made of its natural 
gifts. Foreheads in profile, are divided 
into three classes — projecting above, 
tint on the eyebrows: retreating from be- 
hind, developed brows and perpendicu- 
lar. Broadly speaking, those with promi- 
nent eye bones act promptly, on the 
judgment, perhaps passion, of tbe mo- 
ment. Yet they err but rarely, for their 
gifts of intuition and rapid deduction 
seldom fail to guide them rightly. High 
foreheads, lacking some part of this 
quick spirit, pause, consider and weigli 
the matter before taking action. I. ess 
passionate, less imaginative, less re- 
sourceful, they cannot afford to make 
mistakes. Short foreheads, prominent 
brows, belong to the man of action. High, 
well-developed temples to the man of 
thought. A perpendicular, Hat forehead, 
with wrinkleless skin stretched tightly 
across it. may he briefly dismissed as 
the forehead of the fool. Bye bones 
which project so sharply us to cause the 
hair of the brows to bristle outward 
show immense acuteness ami genius lor 
intrigue. Li Hung Chang, the great 
Chinese 



but few of the infinite varieties in tint. 
It should never be forgotten that eyes' 
are more capable of misleading than 
any other feature. Form and color may 
indicate much; the glance, steady or soft, 
perhaps even more. Widely expanded 
eyelids see much without reflecting 
greatly beyond the present moment. Eye- 
lids half <dosing over the eyes denote 
less facility of impression, but clear in- 
sight, more definite ideas, greater readi- 
ness in action; they notice less, but think 
and feel intensely. Deep-set eyes with 
wrinkles at the outer corners show pene- 
tration and a sense of humor. Eyes set 
near together, especially -when there are 
wrinkles across the nose, are a sign of 
cunning and meanness in small tilings, 
money matters and otherwise. Set wide 
apart, the character will be generous.
